I. Clcindelidae ( Coleoptera ) 

The list includes the following type specimens upon which 
species or lower systematic categories were established: 
1) holotypes, 2) allotypes, 3) cotypes (syntypes), 4) para- 
types. These names of the various groups of types are based 
on international regulations now in force, irrespective of 
how they were termed in either the particular collection or 
the original publication. The specimens included in the list 
are numbered for inventorial purposes in the following way: 
separate successive numbers are given to the holotype, 
allotype and to each series of cotypes or of paratypes, 
specimens coming from the same locality being consi¬ 
dered as one series. The labels used for this purpose are made 
of red paper and bear the following inscription in print: „Inst. 


* In fulfilment of Decision No. 150 of the XIV International 
Zoological Congress at Copenhagen, the Institute of Zoology of the Polish 
Academy of Sciences starts to publish lists of the type specimens in the 
collection of the Institute. The Decision reads as follows: „150. «Recoin- 
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Zool. P. A. N. Waiszawa (or Krakow, Poznan, Lodz) — 
Holotypus (alternatively Allotypus, Cotypus, Paratypus) — 
TSr. . . . the number is marked in black India ink. 

The list is arranged in alphabetic order. The particular 
entries are given as follows: the name of the species, quoted 
strictly according to the original description, is followed by 
the name of the author of the species or variety, than the 
year of publication of the description and the page. The name 
of the author and the year refer to the list of literature; con¬ 
sequently, it was sometimes necessary to add letters after 
the year, e. g., 1926a, 1926b, 1926c, etc. Next follows the 
number of type specimens, and the designation of the type 
specimen or specimens used in the original collection (when 
this term is incorrect, the correct term is added in square bra¬ 
ckets). Further the inventorial number follows, in brackets, 
and the locality from which the given specimen originates. 
When necessary, notes relating to the condition of the spe¬ 
cimen are given at the end. 

The list is based on the material found in the collection 
and that is why some type specimens might have been omitted 
if they have not been marked in some way or other in the col¬ 
lection. On the other hand, numerous specimens are marked 
,,type”, or the like, and yet they arc not type specimens: 
this is the case with unpublished names (MS-names), as well 


mendation* that institutions possessing type specimens should publish 
lists of such specimens in their possession: The Colloquium recommends 
the addition to Article 31 of the following Recommendation: — All 
Institutions maintaining zoological collections should prepare and publish 
lists of type material in their possession.” 

This is also in agreement with the recommendations of the Inter¬ 
national Council of Museums of the UNESCO, published in the booklet:

This list is the first one of a series of similar lists to be compiled by 
various authors. The main object of these lists is to provide zoologists 
with information relating to type specimens in the collection of the Insti¬ 
tute of Zoology of the Polish Academy of Sciences. At the same time they 
will form a published inventory of type specimens in the possession of 
the Institute. 
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as in cases when the author of the collection was forming his 
own „collection types”, and in some other instances. In view 
of these difficulties, every entry of the list was meticulously 
checked against the corresponding literature and when a relia¬ 
ble check up was impossible, it was omitted. In cases when 
checking with literature was not sufficient, the history of 
the specimen was not infrequently tediously traced as far 
as possible. All doubtful entries were left out,; if cleared up 
in the future, they will be published later as a supplement to 
the present list. 

The list comprises 89 type specimens of the family Gicin- 
delidae, grouped in 52 entries.
